The Board of Managers of the Eighteenth Industrial Ex¬ 
hibition respectfully report that the Fair has been a success 
financially and otherwise. 

The fears entertained by many friends of the Institute that the 
great and unusual attractions of the Theodore Thomas Concerts 
and the Triennial Conclave, just previous to the opening’, would 
greatly detract from the receipts and possibly make it a financial 
failure, were happily without foundation; and the public that 
have heretofore so generously responded, again came forward, 
making the result a great and material gain, not only in money, 
but in good-will and increased membership to the Institute—the 
latter being partly due to the reduction in price of season 
tickets to members of the Society, which, we believe, was a wise 
proceeding, though not accomplished without misgiving on the 
part of some, and careful deliberation by all the members of the 
Board.

Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition 

OP THE 

MECHAHICS’ IHSTITUTE. 

The Board of Managers have the honor to announce to the 
Public that the Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition of the Mechanics’ 
Institute will open in the new Pavilion, on Larkin street, on 
Tuesday, September 11th, and close on Saturday, October 13th. 

The year promises to be a memorable one to this State, and 
particularly to this city, on account of the large number of visitors 
who intend to take part in the Triennial Conclave of Knights 
Templar, occurring in the latter part of August. During their 
sojourn here they will desire to see and learn all that is possible 
regarding the products and industries of this coast, and will 
naturally look to this Pair for much information and to find the 
best of the farm, the workshop and the studio. Those who 
exhibit will have an extraordinary opportunity to show and 
explain their articles. 

In order to stimulate production and invention, and give 
suitable recognition to meritorious exhibits, there will be awarded, 
as set forth in the Premium List, Gold, Silver, and Bronze 
Medals, Diplomas, and $.in money. 

It is the intention of the management to have the exhibition 
of the machinery in motion especially complete, thus enabling- 
visitors to witness the actual production or manufacture of various 
articles, an exhibit both interesting and instructive. 

To that end it is expected to have in operation Wood-working 
Machinery for the preparation of wood for building and other 
purposes; Iron-working Machinery of the most perfect kind; 
Agricultural Machinery, and Implements for the farm and house¬ 
hold; Looms for weaving fabrics of Wool and Silk; Boot and 
Shoe Machinery, Mining Machinery, Hydraulic Machinery, 
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including the largest and most improved Steam Pumps; apparatus 
showing the advancement in Electrical Science; new and novel 
application of Wind Power, and many other mechanical inven¬ 
tions of interest and value. 

The display of Natural Products will embrace Cereals, Fruits 
and Vegetables, and on account of the increasing importance of 
Viticulture, it is hoped that the exhibit of Grapes and Native 
Wines will be large and include all varieties. 

For the first time in a number of years the Department of 
Mineralogy will be represented by a comprehensive collection of 
specimens, including samples of the most important Ores* and 
Minerals found on the Pacific Coast. 

Special arrangements are being made for an Art Display, which 
will embrace many noted paintings. The four large galleries are 
being re-arranged, with greatly improved light for this occasion* 
Every facility will be afforded local artists to show their work 
to advantage. 

The system of heating and ventilating the Horticultural 
Department will be such as to ensure perfect safety to plants 
and flowers, the exhibit of which promises to be a most attractive 
one. r 

As heretofore, the Music will be made a prominent feature. 
The best obtainable orchestra, during each afternoon and 
evening, will entertain visitors with a choice selection of classic 
and popular music. 

Every convenience will be supplied for the comfort of visitors, 
and no pains spared to make this the most satisfactory exhibition 
yet held in this State. 

There will be no charge for space. 

Ample power from two lines of shafting, also steam and water 
in reasonable quantities, will be furnished free. 

A large and powerful elevator will convey goods to the second 
floor. 

Those who intend to be exhibitors are earnestly requested ta 
lose no time in applying for space, or in signifying their inten¬ 
tion of so doing. 

All information may be obtained from the Secretary, who will 
furnish, upon application, a copy of the Premium List, Rules and 
Regulations, and blank Application for Space.

OB' THE . 

EIGHTEENTH 

INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION. 


RULE I. 

The Pavilion will be opened for the reception of goods from 
and after Monday, September 3d. 

The exhibition will open to the public on Tuesday, September 
11th, and continue open from day to day (Sundays excepted) 
until October 13th. Hours of admission will be from 10 a. m. 
to 5 p. m., and 74 to 10 p. m., except Saturdays, when the exhibi¬ 
tion will open 10 a. m. and 7 p. m. and close at 11 p. m. 

RULE II. 

Articles can be entered for exhibition or competition, as de¬ 
sired . 

If entered for competition, the articles must be in position and 
receipted for, and the entry tag attached, not later than Friday, 
September 14th. 

Articles intended by the exhibitor for competition, but not 
entered and in position by the time specified, to wit, September 
14tli, shall not, under any circumstances, be allowed to compete, 
except with the written consent of all the contesting exhibitors 
and the sanction of the Board. 

RULE III. 

* * 

The driving engine will be in operation three days previous to 
the opening, and exhibitors of machinery in motion will be 
required to have their machines in running order on the open¬ 
ing day. 
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RULE IV. 

No charge of any kind will be made to exhibitors for space. 
Steam and water will also be furnished free, in reasonable quan¬ 
tities; but all platforms, counters, ornamental partitions, show 
cases and appurtenances must be erected at the expense of the 
exhibitor. 

RULE Y. 

Application for space can be made at any time, and should be 
made as early as possible, and at least two weeks previous to 
the opening of the exhibition. 

Blank forms of the application for space will be furnished by 
the Secretary. 

Space will be awarded as early as practicable (after the appli¬ 
cation has been received), consistent with the proper arrangement 
of the goods. 

Space allotted to applicants, and not taken possession of by 
the arrival of their goods, or otherwise, on or before Saturday, 
September 8th, may be assigned to other exhibitors. 

The Board reserves the right to exclude from the exhibition 
all things they deem objectionable, as nostrums, articles of an 
explosive, inflammable, dangerous, or offensive character. 

Any exhibit of goods, which in the opinion of the Board of 
Managers is of an improper or objectionable character, may, at 
the option of said managers, be removed at any time. 

The Board of Managers reserve the right to refuse admission 
to any exhibitor or employee whom they may consider an im¬ 
proper person, or for other sufficient cause; and also to remove 
the goods of such exhibitor. 

RULE VI. 

Exhibitors will receive from the entry clerk, on the arrival of 
their goods, a receipt for the same, which must be presented for 
their delivery at the close of the exhibition. Articles entered 
for exhibition or competition must be so designated in the receipt. 

RULE VII. 

There shall be three or more jurors in each class. 

They will be men wholly disinterested, and possessed of 
knowledge and experience in the class of articles assigned them. 
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Articles entered only for exhibition shall be so reported by the 
jurors, and so appear in the report of the exhibition. 

Jurors may refuse to award any premium when articles com¬ 
peting are not meritorious. 

In every case where the jurors have reached a decision they 
shall file with the Secretary a report giving the name of the ex¬ 
hibitors, the articles examined, and the number of the class in 
which it is entered. 

In cases where it is not practicable for jurors to test or examine 
machines in the building, or where models only are exhibited, 
they may go outside the buildings to make such examination or 
test; but the jurors must first procure from the Board of man¬ 
agers a written consent, which must be attached to their award 
when filed with the Secretary. 

Should any juror, for any reason, before entering upon the ex¬ 
amination or while in progress, become incapacitated from 
serving, the Board shall select another juror. 

Al l awards and recommendations of jurors must be submitted 
to the Board of Managers on or before September 29th, and re¬ 
ceive their final approval before being announced. 

KULE VIII. 

The announcement of awards will be made by the Board of 
Managers, on Saturday, October 6th. 

RULE JX. 

Power will be furnished for driving machinery from the main 
line of shafting, which is 2 15-16 inches in diameter, and will 
make about 110 revolutions per minute. Driving pulleys, 30 
inches in diameter, will be furnished free to exhibitors. Pulleys 
for the main line, if furnished by exhibitors, must be accurately 
balanced and have the owner’s name plainly marked thereon, 
and should be received and placed in position by Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 8th, as up to that time it can be done without unneces¬ 
sary labor and inconvenience. 

RULE X. 

No article on exhibition can be removed until the close, unless 
by authority of the Board of Managers; but reasonable facilities 
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for making sales of articles for delivery^at the close of the Ex¬ 
hibition will be afforded. 

Exhibitors’ cards, circulars and samples may be placed within 
their space for distribution, but visitors shall not be solicited 
to receive them. 

Exhibitors will be required to keep their spaces and exhibits 
clean and in good order, and, in cases where they are covered at 
night, to remove such covering’ by eleven o’clock, a. m., and not 
to cover the same earlier than ten minutes before the closing 
hour. 


EULE XI. 

♦ 

The most effectual means will be taken, through the agency of 
the police and otherwise, to guard and protect the property on 
exhibition; and it will be the purpose of the managers to return 
all articles to the owners without loss or injury; but as the Fair 
is for the benefit of the general public, and particularly for the 
business benefit of the exhibitors, and to add to the reputation 
of their wares, the Mechanics’ Institute, and the Managers of 
the Fair, will, under no circumstances, be responsible for any loss 
or injury to articles placed on exhibition, which must be invari¬ 
ably at owner’s risk. 

EULE XII. 

In order to preserve the general harmony of the exhibition, and 
make the display of goods attractive, the Board reserves the right 
to direct the general arrangement of the articles on exhibition, 
and to regulate the dimensions of all signs and advertisements. 

Partitions of various heights and designs can be erected in 
various parts of the building, the dimensions of which will be 
given the exhibitor when notified of the assignment of space. 

EULE XIII. 

Employees’ tickets will be issued without charge to such ex¬ 
hibitors only as, in the opinion of the Committee on Privileges, 
require the services of an attendant, and are not transferable. 

If transferred or loaned, the doorkeeper is instructed not only 
to refuse admission, but to retain the ticket, which by this vio¬ 
lation of the rule is forfeited. 
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Employees’ tickets found to be unnecessary for the purpose 
for which they were issued must be returned to the Committee. 

Any ticket presented at the door for admission, in violation of 
rules thereon, shall be forfeited. 

RULE XIY. 

All boxes and packages containing articles for the Exhibition 
should be marked “Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition, San 
Francisco,” with the name and address of the sender. If the 
freight thereon is paid, it will be taken charge of by the Board 
and removed to the Exhibition building. Cartage at expense of 
exhibitor. A detailed statement of contents of each box or pack¬ 
age should be enclosed with the same or sent separately by mail 
or express. 

RULE XV. 

The Board of Managers do not consider the premium list here¬ 
with appended as complete, nor are articles entitled to premium 
limited to the ones here enumerated; but any meritorious article 
on exhibition not herein mentioned will receive due considera¬ 
tion from the jurors. 
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The exercises inaugurating the opening of the Eighteenth Industrial 
Exhibition took place at the Grand Opera House on Mission street, on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, September 11th, the doors of the Pavilion on Larkin 
street being opened to the public at seven o’clock in the evening. 

At the appointed hour the house was filled with friends of the Institute, 
while on the stage, appropriately set for the occasion, were the Chaplain', 
Orator, Reader, invited guests and the Board of Managers. The President,' 
Mr. P. B. Cornwall, being unavoidably absent from the State, the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Mr. A. W. Starbird, officiated as Master of Ceremonies, and the follow¬ 
ing literary and musical programme, prepared by the Committee on Opening 
Exercises, (Messrs. Jackson, Macdonald and Stout) was received with applause 
by the appreciative audience:

The opening piece by the band, composed expressly for the occasion by 
the leader, Mr. Charles Schultz, was faultlessly rendered by an orchestra of 
twenty-five accomplished musicians. The Rev. James Mathews, then, in an 
impressive manner invoked a divine blessing upon the enterprise about to 
be inaugurated, that the result might be the advancement of wisdom and 
truth, the furtherance of industry, science and good will among men. 

After the band had played the favorite overture by the great composer, 
Rossini, the Vice-President, A. W. Starbird came forward and delivered the 
opening address: 

ADDRESS OF A. W. STARBIRD. 

“ Ladies and Gentlemen, Members and Friends op the Mechanics’ 
Institute: 

“Another year has passed, and we meet to-day to announce the formal 
opening of the Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition held under the auspices of 
the Mechanics’Institute of San Francisco.

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“For what our infant State has done already in its contributions for the 
advancement of mechanical arts and sciences we have reason to feel justly 
proud, and with a view to renewed efforts in the exhibition of its vast resources, 
the abundant production of its soils, the stimulation of inventive genius, the 
practical application of mechanical power, the encouragement of scientific 
research, and the dissemination of such knowledge as will be of incalculable 
benefit to the people of our city and State, the Board of Managers of the 
Eighteenth Industrial Exhibition invite you to participate in these exercises, the 
annual recurrence of which is welcomed as adding another step in our onward 
path of progress. The object and designs of our Institute are the mutual 
improvement of its members, the dissemination of information and useful 
knowledge by the establishment of a library of circulation and reference, a 
museum and reading room, the formation of classes and the delivery of lectures 
for tuition; the collection of a cabinet, scientific apparatus and works of 
art; the purchase of property and the erection of buildings for the require¬ 
ments of the Institute, and for any scientific, mechanical and literary purpose 
—truly noble and worthy objects. 

“As a matter of fact, it is a corporate body, yet without capital stock. No 
individual right or interest can be acquired; the property belonging to or in 
the name of the Association is held in trust by the Trustees of the Associa¬ 
tion.

POSITION OP THE MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 

f 

“The position in which the Mechanics’ Institute stands to-day in relation 
to this city and State is one of peculiarly vital importance. Older States have 
their manufactures in almost every city and town in which capital is encour¬ 
aged—to which labor is invited. California, although having manufactories, 
they are limited in number as compared with the Eastern States, and being so 
far removed from a great centre, certain branches of industry languish for 
lack of competition, and labor in our large cities is not so much encouraged 
for want of opportunities. Our youth must be taught that labor is honorable, 
employment attainable, and the ability and will to earn a livelihood is a pre • 
requisite to independence, success and happiness. To this end is the Mechanics’ 
Institute contributes more largely than any other organization in the State. 
Our Association is possessed of a large and permanent Exhibi'ion building; 
our terms to exhibitors are: Come and exhibit the fruits of your toil, and 
that, too, free of cost. We invite you, we welcome you! 

MATERIAL RESOURCES OP CALIFORNIA. 

“ Let us contribute to the material resources of our State by making the 
present the most successful Exhibition ever held under these auspices. As 
our facilities for commercial traffic with the Eastern States have tripled, in 
corresponding ratio should our industrial enterprises be quickened with the 
wigor of competition and rivalry. The want of a school of technology on this 
'Coast is more deeply felt each year, and until this is supplied the best sub¬ 
stitute for the study of mechanical technology within our reach is offered in 

. » 
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these exhibitions, wherein a practical construction of mechanical workmanship 
is set forth, and the working of the most intricate machinery may be seen in 
practical operation. 

“ Encourage, then, this Association in all possible ways, and stimulate them 
upon whom rests the responsibility of perfecting the plans and attaining the 
objects for which it was instituted, together with those who may be hereafter 
delected, to carry this noble enterprise to. still greater usefulness.” 

The address was followed by a saxaphone solo by Louis Mundwyler, after 
which Miss Nellie Waterhouse, with fine elocutionary effect and faultless 
manner, recited the beautiful Poem of— 

WHAT IS NOBLE ? 


What is Noble ? To inherit 
. Wealth, estate and proud degree ? 
There must be some other merit 
Higher yet than these for me ! 
Something greater far must enter 
Into life’s majestic span, 

Fitted'to create and center 
True nobility in man. 

What is noble ? ’ Tis the finer 

Portion of our mind and heart, 
Link’d to something still diviner 
Than mere language can impart; 
Ever prompting—ever seeing 
Some improvement yet to plan 
To uplift our fellow-being, 

And, like man, to feel for man. 

What is noble ? Is the saber

Great results are growing still. 

Though too oft by fashion’s creatures 
Work and workers may be blamed, . 

Commerce need not hide its features, 

Industry is not ashamed. 

What is noble ? That which places 
Honest work in foremost rank— 

Work which shall exalt the races 

(From work the noble never shrank.) 

Oh, though scorn’s malignant glances 
Prove him poorest of his clan, 

He’s the noble—who advances 
Science in the work of man. 

A double trio by Misses Edith Thorne, May Andrews, Marie Ponton D’Arce r 
May Thorne, May Thomas, May Mabie, Grace Shaw, Lew Ball and Rose 
Coursen, members of Miss Ellen Coursen’s Young Ladies’ Choral, was 
acceptably rendered. An encore being demanded, another selection was given, 

ORATION OF REY. ROBERT MACKENZIE. 

Rev. Robert Mackenzie then delivered the following oration on the subject, 
“Tools and the Man:” 

“Ladies and Gentlemen, and Fbiends oe the Mechanics’ Institute: 

“ The Mechanics’ Pavilion has witnessed a sudden transformation within the 
last few weeks. But lately it was the scene of flaunting banners, gay insignia 
and the tramp of a military pageant; now it is the scene of w r heelsand engines- 
and all articles of wood andiron, the product of mechanical skill. 

“The transition which has taken place in this Pavilion is typical of ‘that 
which has taken place in the civilized world. 

“ The welcome Sir Knights were the ornamental remnant of an age that has 
passed away. Our welcome mechanics and manufacturers are the useful sub¬ 
stance of the new day that has arisen upon the world. That military pageant 
that so filled the Pavilion with glory is an evening scene that trails its west¬ 
ering glory on a fading sky; this mechanical exhibition is a morning scene, the 
waxing glory that precedes the rising sun. 

“ Yirgil opens his immortal song with the words, 

* Arms and the hero I sing,’ 

And to that tune history has marched for two thousand years. Carlyle, feeling 
that the days of arms and heroes was passing away, and feeling the impulse of 
a new day, says that our iEneid should open with the words, 

‘ Tools and the man I sing.’ 


OPENING EXERCISES. 
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VIRGIL AND CARLYLE. 

“ That military pageant believes in Virgil. This Institute believes in Car¬ 
lyle. Every throbbing cylinder, every revolving wheel, every sharp-edged 
instrument that moves in the Fair sings the words, ‘ Tools and the man.’ In 
the one scene we saw a beautiful tableau of what the world was; in the other 
we see an equally interesting tableau of what the world is. One is the poetry 
of yesterday; the other the eloquence of to-day. This century is drawing to 
a close It will soon be put on the shelf as you put your last year’s ledgers. 
It will receive a label to mark it among all the others. How shall we label it ? 
One age on that shelf is marked ‘ Caesar, ’ another ‘ Creeds, ’ another ‘ Cru¬ 
sades,’another ‘Reformation,’ another ‘Revolution.’ Our age, I take it, 
will be labeled ‘Mechanics.’ For the railroad, the telegraph, the electric 
light, the hundred appliances for our homes and fields, are the distinctive 
features of our century, and they are all the children of the mechanical spirit 
wherein mechanics develop the man. 

“We hear much of the power of metaphysics, or art, or the study of 
natural sciences to develop the man, together with an implication that 
mechanics have no such power. 

“A Rabbi was wont, on leaving the Academy, to pray thus: ‘I thank 
thee, 0 Lord, my God, that Thou hast given me my'portion among those 
who are busy at the street corners. I apply myself early to the Law, and 
they to vain things. I work and they work; I run as they run. I run after 
-eternal life, and they run to the pit.’ 

“ I take issue there, and claim that mechanics form a field in which a man 
may find room for his full development, and in which he may find a path that 
leads to equal glory with the proud academician. 

MECHANICS DEVELOP THE THINKING FACULTIES. 

“ I have a carpenter’s bench near my study, to which I go when weary of 
theology or history, not for mental rest, but recreation; not for the cessation 
of thought but for a change of thought. I find at that bench that it 
requires as much accurate and intense thought to mitre a molding for an 
octagon or pentagon, as it does to find the five or eight leading thoughts in a 
text.’ I find it requires the same logical acumen to put up an intricate piece 
of machinery as it does to array my material into the form of an essay or a 
sermon. I grant you there are drudges at the bench that only carry out other 
men’s thoughts, and perhaps we might find equal drudges at the student’s 
desk. But some one had to think, and when a steam engine or a sewing 
machine is put up complete and leady for work, it is as great a triumph of 
human intellect as an Iliad or a Paradise Lost. The new Brooklyn Bridge, 
the latest triumph of mechanics, is a greater trophy of human intellect than 
an oration from Daniel Webster or a new volume of history from Bancroft. 
Moreover, the men who lead in the confessed field of intellect wait for the 
skill of the mechanic. The discovery of a star, the combinations of 
chemistry, the revelation of microscopy, all depend upon the deftness of 
gome mechanic’s hand and the genius of his brain. And the discoveries thus 
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made are immediately seized by the mechanical spirit and turned into useful¬ 
ness and profit for the world. There is not an ascertained fact in science, or 
discovery in geography or chemistry, or combination in art, that is not woven 
by our mechanics into the fabrics exhibited in the Pavilion. The farmer, the 
weaver, the builder, the engineer, all hasten to apply the fruits of intellect to 
their labors. 


THE STUDENTS OF SOCKATES. 

I 

“ The students of Socrates love to tell us that, while a soldier, and hearing 
the morning call to arms, he hastened to dress himself; but while yet in the- 
process of putting on a necessary garment, some thought of lofty speculation 
arrested him, and there he stood for many hours, heedless of the tramp of 
soldiers and the din of war, lost in great thought. Over against that great 
intellect mechanics can place a hundred men who forgot to eat or sleep, who- 
sat oblivious to surrounding circumstances, pursuing by intellect some- 
new invention or improvement in mechanics. 

“ They develop the imagination. As you examine the implements of in¬ 
dustry, or the conveniences for home life, in the Fair, you will see that the 
study of inventors and manufacturers has been not only to make a thing 
strong and useful, but also to make it beautiful. All through that exhibition 
you will see the fruits of intelligence glorified by taste and imagination. The 
Greeks thought it a pity that any one should die without having seen the statue 
of Jupiter Olympus. I think, however, that you will search all galleries in. 
vain for anything more beautiful—and majestic in its beauty—than a fast train, 
sweeping around a curve or over a suspension bridge. 

THE GKEEK WOULD PITY US. 

“ The Greek would pity us, never having seen the statue by his famous- 
artist. We can well pity the Greek, never having seen this thing of strength, 
of usefulness, and that which undulates and vibrates in its beauty as if it felt 
its own worth, the work of our famous mechanics. For a long time the- 
merely beautiful held the admiration of men. They did not ask—indeed,, 
they did not expect it to be useful. When Bacon came he turned the w r orld ; 
away from the merely beautiful to the merely useful; and provided a thing 
was useful, the people did not ask or expect it to be beautiful; hence, almost 
all the earlier inventions of the past two hundred years were rude in their 
strength and unsightly in their usefulness. One day sees mechanical skill 
striving to unite these several qualities—usefulness and beauty. And has it 
not succeeded ? The very carpets on your floors, the new papers on your 
walls, the furniture in your rooms, are models of usefulness and museums of 
art. You have but to look at any of our first-class merchants’ wares in the 
Fair to see that the mechanic has a wide field and a deep inspiration for his 
imagination. It develops wealth. The ancient Jews had a wise proverb- 
applied to all labor, ‘It is gold at bottom.’ Gold once followed only the 
sword. Those were days when men carved out their fortune—days when the 
good old rule, the simple plan, ‘ Let him take who has the power, ard lei 
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him keep who can,’ among men. Much gold is no longer discovered by the 
sword. Commerce, buying and selling, was the next mine that produced the 
great fortunes. It made our merchants princes of the world’s larger cities. 
That mine is still productive. Mechanics have opened another shaft to- 
wealth; and among the millionaires of to-day are men who have reached their 
wealth by the invention or the manufacture of machinery. There are 
mechanics commanding larger salaries to-day than are paid to the average 
man in the three professions. 

, THE FIELD FOB INTELLECT. 

“ The field for intellect and imagination in this direction is so comprehensive 
that it can employ the first grade of talent, and in the great manufacturing cen¬ 
tres this first-class talent receives as large a money compensation as if it were 
applied in the law or in medicine. And if there is anything in fame, that, 
too, can be reached by this path. Goethe, when about to pass away, 
regretted the prospect that lay before the men that were then young. It 
seemed to him that nothing great was left to be done. He thought all the 
great poems, dramas, problems, discoveries—all great and famous thing-— 
were reached, and it was left for common men only to admire and imitate. 
And yet here lay a field almost unknown in Goethe’s day, in which men have 
made discoveries as great in fame as that of Columbus, and more in value to 
the human race than Goethe’s own famous Faust —a field which is yet onlv 
partially explored, in which vast possibilities lie before every young mechanic, 
leading him to still more lasting fame. 

“ It is but yesterday since, if a mechanic sought to rise to notice, he must 
leave his own work and enter another presumably higher class. Hugh Miller 
reached fame, not by being a mason, but through the study of Geology. A 
decided change has lately taken place. The upper classes that once looked 
for fame only in politics, or the army or navy, are turning their attention to 
mechanics; and one titled man in England is never so happy as when driving 
a locomotive on the railroad. At last the mechanic has lifted himself by 
lifting his work into prominence. He can now reach the top of manhood, 
not by passing to another sphere, but by excellence in his own. There are 
heights there from which he can lo.ok into the face of poet and scientist on a 
level with their own. Hugh Miller could now reach fame, not only as a 
geologist, but as a mason. 

“as geeat a man as thou.” 

“ Over against' that prayer of the proud Pharisee I repeated, let me place 
this statement, also from the same Hebrew race: At the time Jesus was on 
the earth there was at Jerusalem a skillful and much patronized digger of 
wells and cisterns, named Simeon. He once said to Rabbi Jochanan, the son 
of Joccai: * I am as great a man as thou,’ ‘ How so? ’ inquired the celebrated 
Rabbi. ‘For the reason,’ replied Simeon, ‘that I, no less than thou, supply 
the wants of the community. If any man comes to you and asks for Leviti- 
cally pure water, you tell him ‘ drink of yonder fountain; ’’ or if a woman ask 
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a good bathing place, you say, “bathe in this cistern?’ ’ Thus, in fact for 
the due observance of the Jewish law, Simeon, the well-digger, saw that he 
was as indispensable a person as all the Doctors of Divinity; and Simeon was 
right. That people have a pithy saying • ‘ Meloche is beroche—labor is 

blessing,’ and he can now add, wealth and fame. 

“It develops the moral character. One thing links that passing parade of 
chivalrous days with this enduring procession of mechanical skill, and that is 
honor, truth. 

“‘This is a shameful thing for men to lie,’ was the motto of chivalry. 
True Knights, though hungry and fatigued, would not pause at the casde of a 
false Knight, but put a chalk mark on his gate, to w T arn other Knights, and 
then passed on. 

LIES MAY EE TOLD. 

“Art can tell a lie, and yet it sometimes finds its chief attraction in its lie. 
Theology can tell a He and sometimes finds its popularity and its price in that 
lie. Natural science can tell a lie, and sometimes founds its conclusions on 
that lie; but there are two things that cannot afford to tell a lie, these are 
mathematics and mechanics. The lie will out; will work speedy failure. A 
mechanic can put a lie into his work and have the painter hide it for a little 
time. One mechanic was found making the hub of a wagon wheel out of a 
block of soft pine. When reminded that pine was not the true stuff for 
wagon wheels, he said, ‘never mind, they won’t know; its going to be 
painted.” He thought he hid his lie, but the first time the teamster turns his 
wagon out of a street.car track, the paint will not be sufficient; the weak lie 
in the hub will become eloquent and will damn the man who made it. A 
mechanic may be a liar and dishonorable, but he does not learn his infamy 
from his work. Your eyes will search all that is exhibited in this Fair, aDd 
some eye will be keen enough to detect the lie put into any machine. Like 
the old Knights, he puts a check-mark on the falsehood, and that lie con¬ 
demns the machine. 

COMPETITION THE DETECTIVE. % 

“ Competition in speed, in power, in accuracy of work is too sharp for this 
community to be indifferent to the character of each implement or production 
thus exhibited. Herod, in building the last temple in Jerusalem, employed 
18,000 mechanics. The work was given out in piece-work of so many ells. 
The ells were somewhat longer than, usual,.so as to avoid both the poss.bility 
and appearance of unfaithfulness in holy things, and thus because they were 
holy things. But all things are holy. The man framing a baby’s cradle is 
building a temple, a temple where God and his angels are The man build¬ 
ing a ship is building a holy thing, where property and lives and the fate of 
immortal souls may yet be decided; every link of anchor chain the blacksmith 
welds must be hammered with honor and truth, for yet the lee shore, the 
ruthless breakers and the howling night will test his work and'search for a lie 
in it; and a hundred human lives will hang between life and death on the 
honor or dishonor that moved the arm of that plain mechanic at the anvil. 
The mechanic cannot afford to tell a lie. 
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HUMAN HAPPINESS AND DESTINY DEPENDENT. 

“ His whole moral nature should rise into vigor when he thinks how much 
human happiness and destiny depends on his handicraft. ‘My son,’ said 
Rabbi Ishmael to a young man, ‘ what is thy occupation ? , He replied: ‘ I 
am a Scribe.’ ‘Then,’ he exclaimed, ‘he thou conscientious, my son, for 
thy labor is god-like.’ 

“Yes! all work worthy of the name is god-like; the mechanic’s work is 
god-like, for it is the carrying out of that divine purpose by which this earth 
is to be made a fit abode for him who is made in the image of God. And 
while some will always glorify the world with scenes of art and count them¬ 
selves promoters of civilization and akin to the gods; while some will always 
spend their lives in the lofty themes of philosophy and theology to ‘ justify 
the ways of God to man,’ let the mechanic go on with his useful labor, feeling 
that he, too, is allied to the Deity. It is a proud saying of ambitious mothers 
who have sons in the ministry, that God had only one Son and he was a min¬ 
ister. True! but let it not be forgotten that that lofty Son was also a carpen¬ 
ter. He hallowed the bench as well as the pulpit. His blessing rests not 
more willingly upon the spiring cathedral than upon this exhibition of useful 
labor now waiting your inspection in the Mechanics’ Pavilion.’’

Philip of Maeedon in Dispute with his Son, 

Alexander the Great.Donato Creto, called Cavaliere 

In a large hall, with lofty architecture, a table is set for a feast. To the right King Philip, 
with drawn sword, is threatening his son on account of his frequent reproaches concern¬ 
ing his second marriage. Alexander, a stately youth in armor, is evading the sword of 
his father. 

Lucretia and Tarquinius.Giorgio Barbarelli, called Giorgione 

Lucretia, a daughter of Triciptinus, and wife of Collatinus, was celebrated for virtue and 
beauty. Sextue Tarquinius, a son of the King of Rome, and a kinsman of her husband, 
became desperately in love with her, and once having been hospitably received at her 
house during the absenee of her husband, entered her bedroom at night, and, with 
drawn sword, threatened to kill her slave, and forced her to yield to his wishes. As 
soon as he had gone she sent for her father and husband, and made them swear to avenge 
her, and then stabbed herself. Lucretia's funeral was the occasion of a general revolu¬ 
tion, by which the Tarquins were expelled from Rome.

But, inasmuch 
as these exhibits were withdrawn before the close of the Fair in order to be 
in time for exhibition at the State Fair of Oregon, and such withdrawal 
being in violation of the rules governing the Exhibition, we are compelled to 
recommend no other award than Favorable Mention.

We have examined the articles in this class as fully as the limited time at 
our disposal would permit. 
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E. P. Alli» & Co.—Flour Mill Machinery.—Perhaps the most complete 
and important exhibit in our department is this display of Flour Mill 
Machinery in operation. Our daily bread is so important a part of life that 
anything tending to make it better or cheaper is of general interest. The 
radical change being made in the process of milling testify forcibly to the 
power of invention. Millers are compelled to adopt new methods or fall be¬ 
hind in the sharp competition. Costly mills are changed at great expense; 
stones give place to rollers, and the whole process of flour-making is so com¬ 
pletely modified as to be justly called new. The machinery exhibited by 
Allis & Co. represents the complete roller mill process as introduced into the 
leading mills of the State. It is presumably the latest and best. By this pro¬ 
cess millers are enabled to make a higher grade of flour than was possible by 
the discarded stones, and also to get more flour from a given quantity of 
wheat. We consider the exhibit deserving of the highest award. 

6 fold Medal. 

We find in our list three varieties of Windmills. As they stand before us 
unmoved by their motive power, and doing no work, it is impossible to deter¬ 
mine which one is practically the best. We can only form an approximate 
judgment from the appearance. They differ widely, and each commends 
itself for some special point of excellence. 

P. P. Mast & Co.—Turbine Wind Engine.—This is constructed entirely of 
iron, and is practically indestructible. It must excel in durability any mill 
constructed of wood. The wheel is built on the Turbine principle, giving it 
increased power. It is claimed that it runs more easily than any other pat¬ 
tern. In proof of its capacity the instance is cited of one in operation in 
San Luis Obispo County, which forces water 2,800 feet through a one inch 
pipe into a tank; the rise being 191 feet. The parts are few; the material of 
the best; and it is not liable to get out of order. As a serviceable Wind 
Engine, taking into consideration strength, durability and power, we con¬ 
sider it entitled to the first place and recommend an award. 

For best Iron Windmill. Bronze Medal. 

Hawlet Beos. Hardware Co.—P erkins’ Patent Windmill.—This Mill is 
very simple in its construction; runs easily and is self-regulating. The solid 
rosette wheel has more wind surface than any other make, which gives greater 
proportional power. It is made of the best hard wood, well braced with iron, 
and is evidently a very serviceable mill; sold at a low price. It is to our mind 
the best wooden Mill, and we recommend an award. 

For best Wooden Windmill, Bronze Medal 

Woodin & Little. —Vaneless Windmill.—This Mill differs from the others 
in that it has no vane, its speed being regulated by centrifugal force. This 
principle is very effective; increased power of wind is at once met by a resist¬ 
ance automatically regulated that keeps the speed even. It is apparently a 
well built and powerful Mill. 

For best Windmill of California make, Silver Medal . 
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Inventors’ Institute. —Models of Machinery and Appliances.—Thi& 
exhibit was exceedingly interesting. It contained models of Machinery and 
Appliances of many and widely varied kinds, and a number of perfected 
inventions and machines, upon which it is not our province to report, as they 
belong to other classes. Among the most noticeable models is Captain A. B. 
Smith’s Extension Cam for automatically hanging up stamps in a quartz mill. 
"We recommend an award to this display, especially for Mining Machinery and 
general Mechanics. Silver Medal. 

Wm. A. Bell. —Models and Appliances.—This exhibit is also of unusual 
interest, being especially full of agricultural machinery. The remarks 
above apply with equal force to this collection. It would be impossible to 
report separately on the two hundred models exhibited; and while a model i& 
not a machine, and may not be worthy of a special mention, we deem such an 
exhibit a desirable addition to the Fair, and deserving of encouragement. 
We recommend an award for this display, especially for Models and Applian¬ 
ces of Agricultural Machinery and Household Utensils. Silver Medal. 

Joseph Jacobs. —Wheel Guard for Railway Cars.—This device, while in 
our judgment not likely to be entirely effective on roads of heavy grades, is 
certainly "in advance of any Guard yet in use in our city, and is a step in a 
direction where there is a loud call for improvement. We are assured by the- 
inventor that it is being introduced in Chicago, and that since its use acci¬ 
dents are far less frequent, and none have been fatal. Diploma. 

T. A. Mudge. —Machine for Canning Fruit.—This device seems well 
adapted for the purpose. Canning is so intimately connected with our fruit 
industry that inventions adding to its convenience or lessening its cost are 
deserving of special encouragement. Silver Medal. 

San Fbancisco “Chronicle.” —Molds and Stereotype Plates.—This was- 
an interesting and instructive exhibit, showing the method by which the 
modern newspaper is so marvellously manufactured. Silver Medal. 

T. H. Chopi. —Machine for Trimming Wall Paper.—This machine does the 
work with great accuracy and speed; is easily controlled and may be run by 
a boy. It records the length of each roll trimmed, and is adjustable to the 
various widths. Diploma. 

Jeanty Denechaud, pere.—Device for preventing the Derailment of Steam 
Cars.—This invention was honored at the Chicago Railroad Exhibition with 
a premium, and, as it seems to possess merit, and as he is a California inven¬ 
tor and should not be without honor in his own land, we recommend an 
award. Silver Medal. 

He also exhibited an improved method of laying rails on railways, for which 
is claimed superiority over the present system. • Diploma. 

C. O. Schnoor. —Device for Winding Yarn.—This was both ingenious and 
serviceable. Diploma. 
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James McCord. —Cable Grip.—This large size working model of the Cable 
Grip of the Sutter Street Railroad showed good workmanship, and was an 
interesting exhibit, plainly showing the method of grasping the rope now in 
use on that railroad. Diploma. 

M. Vizelich. —Insect Exterminator.—This invention is mounted on wheels, 
the exterminating fluid being in tanks and ejected by a powerful pump. It is 
claimed to be very effective. Diploma. 

G. G. Wickson. —Remington Type Writers.—This display attracted much 
attention. Diploma. 

George Spatteding & Co.—Printing Press.— This was only entered for 
convenience and used for printing the Fair Daily , and therefore not properly 
entitled to an award; yet it was of great interest, and one of the attractive 
features of the Fair. 

W. H. Robertson. —The Little World.—This was a large number of small 
automaton human figures and appliances, grouped together in a space about 
12 feet in length, moved by a small steam engine, and imitating many actions 
of our daily life in a truthful and sometimes comical manner. It also included 
rail cars and steamboats. The exhibitor, a resident of this city, is also the in¬ 
ventor and maker. Its construction required a high order of mechanical skill, 
patience and ingenuity. Though not entered as an exhibit, being in the list 
of privileges, it greatly delighted the children and interested adults dur¬ 
ing the Exhibition.

In regard to Fire Extinguishers they are classed in the Premium List No. 
141 as “ Carbonic Gas Extinguishers,” and under that head we find but one 
exhibit that can be strictly classed as such—the “Climax,” by A. F. Spawn. 
The other—called the “ Harkness,” by D. S; Brown & Co.—lays no claim to 
the use of carbonic gas. 

Not wishing to take advantage of any technicality, Mr. Spawn generously 
allowed the “ Harkness ” to come into competition. 

A practical test of their merits being desired, we applied to the Managers 
for permission to make such test, which being granted, we caused two minia¬ 
ture houses to be built and partly filled with loose combustibles well coated 
with tar, upon a vacant lot on Eighth and Mission streets. At 4 o’clock p. m., 
October 9th, the competitors were on hand. Drawing lots gave Mr. Spawn 
the first test. 

In one minute and a half after firing, the word was given, and Mr. Spawn 
directed the stream from the “Climax” upon the flames of an exceedingly 
hot fire. After the lapse of six and one-half minutes, during which time he 
had twice considerably checked the flames, he was obliged to stop, owing to 
his having no more charges of chemicals, three such charges having been used. 

The second test was then fired, and in forty seconds the word was given, 
when the “ Harkness,” handled by a man, name unknown, directed a stream 
upon the flames. This party, apparently accustomed to fireman’s duty, 
began at once throwing out the loose materials, thereby greatly diminishing 
the amount of fuel. After six minutes and fifty seconds the fire was practi¬ 
cally extinguished. Two charges, one each from two machines, were used in 
this test. 
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Prior to the lighting of the fires Mr. Spawn showed us his empty machines 
and filled them in our presence, but Mr. Brown had brought his to the ground 
already filled. Upon his expressing a willingness to make affidavit to the 
fact that they were filled in the customary proportion, as set forth in a pamph¬ 
let issued by the “ Harkness Fire Extinguisher Company,” on page 18, viz.: 
Adding four gallons of water to one gallon of the compound known as “ The 
Harkness Improved Zapfle Fire Extinguishing Compound,” we consented to 
allow the test to proceed. 

The “Harkness” machine extinguished the fire, though, as we think, 
under much more favorable circumstances, being as follows, viz.: 

1st. The word to throw the stream was given fifty seconds earlier than in 
the test of the “ Climax,” and before the wood had been fairly attacked by 
the flame. 

2d. The experienced handling of the machine, together with the demoli¬ 
tion by pulling out the materials, thus reducing the amount of fuel. 

That there is merit in both machines your Jurors feel assured, and also 
believe that in the hands of inexperienced persons the “Climax” would be 
fully as effective as, if not more than, the “ Harkness ” in the same hands. 

We believe the “ Climax ” to be much easier handled, and therefore more 
available under ordinary circumstances. 

A leak in the valve of the “ Harkness ” might render it unfit for use at the 
time when wanted—an objection which does not apply to the “Climax.” 

The actual fire test having resulted in the apparent success of the “Hark¬ 
ness,” we feel obliged to recommend the award to that machine, though we 
do so with the following proviso: That the promised affidavit above referred 
to be given, and that the Directors be fully satisfied that the machines used 
were those which had been actually on exhibition during the continuance of 
the present Fair, as upon this point your Jurors have only the word of 
the exhibitors of the “ Harkness ” machine. 

In making the tests we requested Chief Engineer David Scannell of the S. 
F. Fire Department to assist us by giving the word when he thought the fire . 
was under good headway; and we hereby desire to acknowledge such assist¬ 
ance. 

Bronze Medal awarded to D. S. Brown & Co. for the “Harkness,” the 
proper affidavit having been filed.

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EIGHTEENTH INDUSTBIAL EXHIBITION. 


One made by Dr. J. Strentzel of Martinez, Contra Costa Co., was kept up 
from the beginning to the end of the exhibition, and comprised forty-one 
varieties of Fruit; 31 grapes, 10 miscellaneous fruits, including 5 almonds, 2 
walnut, pecan, olive and pomegranate. 

On the Friday of the week preceding the last of the Fair, a fine exhibit was 
made by the Fruit Growers’ Association of the Santa Cruz Mountains, includ¬ 
ing 29 varieties of apples, 7 of pears, 6 of peaches, 1 of plums and 37 of grapes. 
Of the latter 9 were important market grapes, 11 wine grapes, 2 for drying, 
15 of no definitely-recognized value here; in all 80 varieties of fruit. The 
exhibit is certainly a very meritorious one; but as it was made late and kept 
up only for a short time, it will depend upon the value attached by the Board, 
to long-continued exhibition as against numbers as to who should have first 
premium. We are of the opinion that if a difference is made, Dr. Strentzel 
should receive the first award, he being only one as against many who have 
contributed to the Santa Cruz exhibit. Dr. S. F. Chapin, who made an 
exhibit of fine Apples and Pears grown in a district heavily infested with in¬ 
sect pests, and which nevertheless are perfectly clean, as a result of his energy 
and diligence in exterminating such pests and proving the possibility of do¬ 
ing so, should receive an award. 

The Dried Fruit exhibited by R. E. Burns, the product of the Acme -Fruit 
Dryer, is very good and deserves an award. 

Mr. Syer shows a small collection of twenty varieties of Apples, Pears and 
Quinces of a quality entitling it to Honorable Mention.

BUILDING. 

At the conclusion of our labors we beg leave to make the following report: 

The outlay in our department has been $3,318 88, of which but a small 
portion can be justly considered as Fair expenses, as the items (see page 6) 
for glass, paints, oils, gas fixtures, carpenters’ and gas fitters’ wages were for 
permanent improvements, and properly belong to expenses charged to the 
Institute. 

At the commencement of our duties we found the Pavilion in fine condition 
with the exception of broken glass, the liability of which should be lessened 
by safeguards of wire netting. The shower of rain that fell during the Fair 
did no damage, though a subsequent storm caused the gutters leading from 
the main roof to overflow, their size being entirely too small to carry off the 
water from so large a surface. 

Since the Exhibition we have had them enlarged, and no further trouble or 
damage from that source need be apprehended. During the past year and 
during the Fair the building has been most thoroughly tested as to strength, 
safety and solidity, and there is no question of its ability to bear without 
danger the greatest crowd that could possibly be crowded in. 

In order to facilitate the labor of the Pavilion Committee, and be of service 
to parties renting the building, we would recommend that a plan or diagram 
drawn to a suitable scale be prepared, showing the size and location of the 
various rooms and portions to be let; also, if practicable, the stage, seats, 
music stand, etc. 

Unless some material changes are made in the building, but small expense 
will be required to arrange it for another Fair.

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POWER AND MACHINERY. 

In terminating our labors in connection with the Exhibition, we beg leave 
to report that the expenditures in our department have been $953 87, the items- 
of which will be found on pages 8 and 9. 

Boilers.— We recommend that before the opening of the Nineteenth Ex¬ 
hibition, the United States Boiler Inspector be requested to examine the 
boilers, and to obtain his certificate as to their condition and proper working, 
pressure. The city authorities demand this in granting the right to use a 
steam boiler. This was not done when the boilers were put in the present 
building. The brick work at the back end is loose in some places, and the 
bridge walls broken, which should be repaired before opening the next Fair. 
New casings and door linings are required for the boiler fronts. The check 
valves require overhauling, and the lift'reduced. The blow-off cocks require 
to be renewed. Otherwise the boilers are in good condition. 

Engine. —The main valve of engine leaks and requires attention. The 
steam pipe, where it branches from the main pipe^ should be altered 
so that the T will stand with branch on top instead of on the side, and 
take steam from the top with a pipe about one foot long, with elbow and 
pipe leading to the engine. The object of this is to avoid the passing of so 
much water to the engine. 

Elevator Engine. —This engine should be overhauled generally. The 
stuffing box, right side, lower end, is stripped; set screw on upper end, left 
side, broken, and one bolt in steam chest leaks. \ 

Deep Well Pump. —We recommend that the artesian well be examined by 
an expert, and if considered reasonably possible to draw water therefrom 
profitably, to have the same put in condition as soon as convenient. 

The machiuery has all been cleaned and tallowedito properly preserve it 
until again required.

PRIVILEGES. 

We are much gratified in being able to report the receipt of $5,155 27 for 
privileges, which has been paid in without any complaint, and no request for 
rebate or damage of 'any kind. We believe holders have invariably done 
well, and are satisfied. 

In closing our labors we would respectfully suggestThat, in future, when 
granting privileges, that all details be carefully specified as to just what the 
holders are entitled to sell, and that they be confined strictly to the letter of 
contract. A case occurred this year where a person obtained the privilege of 
selling certain articles, and then claimed the right to dispose of anything else 
contained in his store, because they were a part of his stock. We also think

exhibitors of articles, who in any way conflict with the rights of holders 
of privileges, should be notified before placing their goods on exhibition, and 
restrained thereafter, if necessary, from giving away the same or doing any¬ 
thing to injure the pecuniary result of those who pay their money for the 
right of sale. 

We further believe it will be of advantage to the Institute, and give 
better satisfaction to exhibitors and visitors, if the price charged for privi¬ 
leges that are not advertised for, be placed at such a figure as will bar out the 
petty and inferior displays of certain articles we have had heretofore, and, 
if sold at all, will be to those who will fit up their space in a becoming manner, 
with surroundings both elegant and attractive.

MUSIC, DECORATIONS AND ART. 

We would respectfully report that from our observation we believe the 
-unanimous verdict of the public regarding the music has been that it was an 
unqualified success, and the leader, Mr. Charles Schultz, and his orchestra of 
twenty-two men, must feel gratified at the universal commendation of their 
efforts by the appreciative audience that listened so attentively -whenever they 
performed. 
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We would recommend that, for the next Fair, a change be made in the loca_ 
tion of the music stand, and it be so arranged that the innovation be apparent 
upon entering the Pavilion. 

A large organ, built by J. Bergstrom & Co. for a church at Los Angeles, 
was placed by them in one end of a room in the gallery, and proved a very 
attractive feature. During two evenings of each week some of our best local 
talent showed the quality, power and capabilities of the instrument. When¬ 
ever played, large numbers were sure to gather around to hear the really fine 
and beautiful tone, some of the stops and combinations being pronounced 
by art critics to be superior to any other in this city—a verdict most gratifying 
to John Bergstrom, the builder. There was a drawback, however, to the 
pleasure of listening on account of the people having to stand, and being 
pushed and crowded by those not interested. Hereafter, if a large organ is 
exhibited, seats should be arranged in some way for those who listen for the 
sake of the music, and the sounds from other parts of the Pavilion shut out 
as much as possible. 

On account of the short time between the closing of the Triennial Conclave 
of the Knights Templar, who had the use of the Pavilion to September 1st, and 
the opening of the Exhibition,.the decorating was of a somewhat hurried 
character. 

Your Committee endeavored to produce effect, with little expense, by a simple 
massing of colors. We would recommend for the coming year, or nextExhibi- 
bition, the building of a fountain in the center of the hall, and the grouping of 
massive plaster figures from 20 to 25 feet in height, having jets spurting 
from various portions of the same. The expense need not exceed $700, and 
it would have a grand effect. 

The Art department has been generally successful. The rooms were filled 
with works of art by local and other artists. The cash premiums have given 
satisfaction to exhibitors, the awards being made by a thoroughly competent 
committee. We recommend that, as soon as the finances of the Institute will 
warrant the expenditure, some necessary changes be made regarding natural 
light for the galleries, as the present arrangement is a dead failure, and 
is looked upon by the artist with disgust, and by visitors with regret. 

We are pleased to say that no loss or damage has occurred, all the pictures 
having been returned in good order. The expenses of our department will 
be found in the Finance Report, pages 5, 6 and 8.

The only 
special exhibits obtained this year were the grand Organ and the fruit display. 
Appropriate Committees had charge of them. We think it a good idea, how¬ 
ever, that there should be some such Committee as this, and upon the re¬ 
organization of this Board for the next Fair, if such a Committee is appointed 
in time, and not so late as this year, much advantage may result.

LOCATION AND POLICE. 

Your Committee on Location and Police would report that it was deemed 
-expedient to change the general appearance of the interior of the Pavilion 
from former Pairs as much as possible, and, to that end, the aisles and walks 
were altered from last year, and the distribution of exhibits varied to a great 
extent. The task of locating the various articles to give satisfaction to exhibi¬ 
tors we found to be a hard one, and in some cases an impossibility. 

Complaint was made by visitors and exhibitors that in a few places the parti¬ 
tions and goods were too high, and signs too wide and‘prominent. The com¬ 
plaint was just, as the fault was v^ry apparent to us after it was too late to 
remedy the matter without causing great inconvenience and ill will from those 
who had arranged the objectionable features without let or hindrance. We 
think that in future Pairs a rule should be made, and rigidly enforced, that no 
obstruction to a general view of any part of the Pavilion be allowed, and no 
sign be over four or six inches in width, as that is plenty wide enough. Then, 
again, we thi nk there should be some restriction as to what should be allowed 
on signs or on circulars distributed from stands. While to the individual 
exhibiting the article—a sign or circular informing visitors that his truss will 
reduce the most obstinate case of rupture in a few hours; that compound 
invigorates the feeble and restore manhood; this remedy causes the sinuous 
tape-worm to come forth entire and greet the gaze of its horror-stricken owner 
—may appear all right to him, the exhibitor; but to the majority of visitors 
at the Pair they are objectionable, and, if allowed at all, should be restricted 
to simply the name of the article. It is the opinion of many that our Pairs 
would not suffer if all nostrums, quack medicines and similar articles were 
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excluded entirely. The Committees of Award, for the past few years, have 

refused to make an examination of such exhibits, and strongly expressed 

their dissatisfaction at having them included in the list submitted for their 
judgment. 

As has been the custom heretofore, your Committee made application to the 

i 1 ° 6 fOT Mm t0 detail some of his men for duty at the Pavilion 

tuimg e Fair. The request was immediately complied with, aud Sergeant 
Haimon and Officers Moran, Dwyer and Willows reported for service. 

. e former, as he has for the past thirteen Fairs, acted as doorkeeper, and 
his experience in that line of duty and a general acquaintance with the 
public, made his services particularly valuable. 

Our thanks are due to the Police Department for their kindness in granting 

oui request, and to the officers on duty for their universal courtesy to visitors 

a “ d _ a Vlgllance ln Preventing disturbance or violation of the rules of the 
Exhibition. 

The watchmen during the day were under the superintendence of T S

TICKETS AND ADMISSIONS. 

Youb Committee on Tickets and Admissions beg leave to present the follow¬ 
ing report of their transactions: 

The Printing Committee caused to be printed, from designs presented by our 
Committee and approved by the Board, the following different kinds of 
Admission Tickets, to wit:

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The Jurors' Tickets were issued by the Secretary to those appointed by the 
Board. J 

The Press Tickets, after being countersigned by the Treasurer, were given 

to the Secretary for issuance under the Committee’s directions, as ordered by 
the Board. J 

The Double, Single, Children's, Apprentices' and Employees' Season Tickets 
were numbered while in the hands of the Printing Committee by a check¬ 
numbering machine, and then delivered to this Committee. We caused two 
electrotype facsimiles of the seal of the Institute to be made for use as the 
countersign of the Committee, and personally supervised the printing of the 
seal on the face of all forms of tickets except the Complimentary, Press and 
Jurors’. The tickets, with the exception of Complimentary and Jurors’, 
were then delivered to the Treasurer and stamped with his signature on the face 
before issuance or sale. There were thus three checks against error or counter¬ 
feiting, viz: 1st, the numbering; 2d, the printing of the seal personally 
supervised by the Committee; and 3d, the countersigning by the Treasurer 
before sale. All these marks, together with the secret signs identifying 
holders of Season Tickets being on the face of the tickets, the doorkeepers 
were able to see at a glance whether tickets were genuine, and in the hands of 
parties entitled to use them. Holders of Season Tickets were required to 
subscribe their names to the rules endorsed on the tickets. This had a very good 
effect; there were fewer forfeited tickets than usual, and when fraud was 
attempted it was easier to detect it. The Season Tickets were of convenient 
size, printed on what is known to stationers as “ tough check, ” which was 
found to be durable, being easily punched, yet hard to tear. Some of the 
tickets were protected by a patent envelope furnished by Boos Bros., who 
were exhibitors. The envelope contained on one side a verv good advertise¬ 
ment of the advantages of membership in the Institute; but even when not 
protected by an envelope, the Season tickets were found to be durable 
enough to last twice as long as required. The system of using two forms of 
punches to register admissions, a small one during the day, and a large and 
distinct punch during the evening, was found to work well and prevent re¬ 
peating. We can safely say that it will be unnecessary for the Institute to ever 
again use the old expensive form of Coupon Tickets. As recommended by 
fhe Committee and ordered by the Board, the old system of issuing prelimi¬ 
nary checks for Season Tickets was abandoned. The tickets were sold direct. 
This enabled the doorkeepers from the very first to punch the tickets and so 
prevent repeating, and has demonstrated the uselessness of the trouble and 
expense of preparing the old form of preliminary redeemable checks for each 
form of Season Tickets. 

The Apprentices Season Tickets were sold only to those under 21 years of 
a ge> upon certificates from employers that the applicants were bona fide 
apprentices actually engaged in learning a trade. 

The Employees' Season Tickets were placed in the hands of the Treasurer, 
and only issued by him on orders signed by this Committee. This Coin 
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mittee heard and personally determined each application on the part of Ex¬ 
hibitors for this form of ticket, and, we believe, prevented all abuse. The- 
Employees’ Season Ticket was an identifying ticket this year, which was, in 
itself, a vast improvement on all previous forms. The highest number in use 
at any one time was 517; the total number issued, including those taken up by 
the Committee or surrendered by exhibitors and privilege people on account of 
discharge of help, was 549. The total number of exhibitors this year was 
454, besides the large privileges which used this form of ticket. The total, 
number of Employees’ Tickets issued by the Superintendent during the 
Seventeenth Fair, was, as near as can be ascertained, 629. It was at least 
this number; the figures given by last year’s Committee on Tickets and 
Admissions, to wit: 1,500, are undoubtedly erroneous; the figure 629 is taken 
from a memorandum book kept by the Superintendent during the Seven* 
.teenth Fair. The figures given show the advantage of having these tickets 
issued by a Committee specially charged to do so with the greatest care and 
attention. 

116 Press Tickets were issued ; also 20 Double Season Tickets to gentlemen 
connected with prominent papers. 

The Complimentary Tickets, as usual, were issued by the President; as 
ordered by the Board, they were good for the admission of the recipient and 
one lady. In former years they were good for the admission of the recipient 
and an indefinite number of ladies. 

Passes were issued by J. R. Wilcox for 2 persons; David Kerr, 3 persons; 
W. P. Stout, 3persons; Ticket Committee, 12 persons; J. H. Culver, 16 persons; 
Geo. Spaulding, 3 persons; J. H. Gilmore, 141 persons. These were good for 
one time only. 

Besides, this Committee issued passes good during Fair, in four instances, 
as follows: One to Organist for Bergstrom & Co., one to Superintendent 
Market street Railroad, one to Assistant Superintendent Market street Rail¬ 
road, and one to Superintendent United Carriage Company. 

A Check for Season Ticket holders, for use at exit door, in case admission 
was desired twice in same afternoon or evening, was used in 95 instances, 
and, while not a matter of much importance, deserves recording. 

In accordance with the action of the Board, the Librarian at the Institute 
sold Double and Single Season Tickets to members of the Institute in good 
standing at half rates. 840 Double Season and 57 Single Season Tickets were 
sold to members at the reduced price. Never before have members of the 
Institute contributed so much to a Fair, There are also good effects from the 
reduction made to members which do not appear in the Fair receipts, such as 
the large accession of new members, the paying up of their delinquent dues 
by members desiring to avail themselves of the reduced rate, and the increased 
advertisement of the advantages of membership caused by the-invitations to 
visit the Library, and notices of the decreased rate issued by this Committee, 
as ordered by the Board. 
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The printing, numbering and placing of the seal on the Double, Single,

This saving was effected by aban¬ 
doning the costly Coupon Ticket.

We call the attention of the Board to the ease with which the crowds were 
handled by using movable cribs so as to make more entrances, thus admitting 
the visitors with less crush than usual. This necessitated more doorkeepers 
than formerly, but tickets could be punched and collected more easily and 
with less annoyance to patrons of the Fair. 

We have examined the Treasurer’s Ticket accounts and find them correct, 
and so refer the Board to the Treasurer’s Report for account of tickets sold 
and excursion receipts. In conclusion the Committee thank the different 
members of the Board lor assistance so often rendered at the door and in 
■counting the tickets.

HORTICULTURE. 

Youb Committee on Horticulture beg to submit herewith their final report: 

In the printed catalogue of Awards, Class 46, the premiums for Horticulture 
■comprised three silver and three Bronze Medals, a Diploma and two hundred 
and fifty dollars cash. 

There were three exhibitors in this class, viz: Messrs. J. H. Sievers, E. 
Meyer, and Woodward’s Gardens. . 

A very marked degree of interest was shown by each exhibitor from the 
opening until the closing of the exhibition, he sparing neither time nor 
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expense to arrange and so display his exhibit as to make it appear, if possible, 
more attractive and interesting than that of his competitors; and, although 
each was allotted a space of more than six thousand and five hundred square 
feet, it seemed inadequate for a display of their several collections in a man¬ 
ner satisfactory to themselves. Each competitor was generally ready and will¬ 
ing to give the nativity, explain the peculiarities and nature of his speci¬ 
mens, and answer such inquiries as might be made by visitors—a feature 
well appreciated by the public as well as by your Committee. The attendants 
were polite and ready to answer questions pertaining to Floral Art. It was 
the universal expression of visitors that the display was the finest ever pre¬ 
sented on this'Coast. We also feel justified in bestowing praise and saying 
it was beautiful, artistically designed, instructive, and a fine exhibition in 
itself. In addition to the report of the Committee of Awards, we are 
desirous of making mention of a few of the most choice and rare specimens 
presented. Mr. J. H. Sievers’ display was put forth in three distinct collec¬ 
tions: the first a collection of Ferns, embracing very fine and choice “Tree 
Ferns,” and many rare specimens of small Ferns, including the Adianturus 
in nearly every variety, also a fine specimen of the “Darallia Moorianna.” 
The second collection “was made up of Palms, including Dracoenas and Pan- 
danas, Arecas, Caryota, Urenas—all large and healthy fine-growing plants, and 
deserving of special mention; also a fine plant of the “ Beaucarnea Glausa.” 

The third collection consisted of a variety of Flowering and Foliage plants, 
including a group of Yuccas, Aloes, Agaves, Catcus, etc., also a magnificent 
specimen of the Cereus Gigantea. This collection was a very attractive feature 
in his display, and was made beautiful by a continous display of extra large 
flowers of the Cereus Triangularis and Grandiflora. Opposite to these, on 
three side tables, were a collection of Ferns, Flowering and Decorative Plants, 
among which special mention should be made, of Crotons, Marantas, Coleus, 
Orchids, and a plant never before exhibited, theEucharis Amazonica, of which 
rare plant there were three specimens, each showing from fifty to sixty flowers. 

In the centre of the Garden was the display of Mr. E. Meyers, an elegant 
and beautiful array of rare plants. We would mention, first, a selection of 
Palms, comprising thirty-four varieties, among which were the following:. 
Locos Plumosa, Locos Wedeliana; Areca Olevaca, Areca Rubra, Brahea 
Filamentosa, Oreodoxa Regia, Kenfin Australis, Chamserops Humilis, Cha- 
meerops Excelsa. Also several rare specimens of the Lyas Palms. In fact, 
every variety of the Palm specie was so arranged as to overhang a beauti¬ 
ful collection of small foliage and flowering plants. The exhibit comprised 
a very fine and equally large collection of the Fern family, beneath the larger 
of which was to be seen another group of variegated Foliage Plants, and a 
most beautiful and extensive collection of the Lily family in full bloom, 
affording a view of the fairest of Nature’s productions and the handiwork of 
the Floral Artist. 

“ Woodward’s Gardens,” occupying that portion'of the Horticultural Gar¬ 
den nearest the Art Gallery entrance to the Pavilion, had a large and elegant 
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collection of fine and rare plants. These Gardens very justly enjoy a world¬ 
wide reputation for their extensive cultivation of rare and beautiful plants 
and flowers. Much might be said of this exhibit, for one would never tire of 
describing the beauties of the collection. The device and arrangement of the 
exhibit was by Mr. Schuman, the efficient Superintendent of the Horticultural 
Department of these Gardens, to whom much credit is due, as under his 
immediate supervision the work was done; and we are pleased to bear witness 
to his earnestness and zeal in making the display a success most gratifying to 
us and pleasing to the public. The extremely beautiful grouping of rare 
foliage plants, interspersed with flowers and crowned with exotics of rich and 
rare beauty, did not fail to interest and elicit admiration from even the least 
observing. The fact that these Gardens grow plants solely for the decor¬ 
ation and embellishment of their own grounds make the motives of the man¬ 
agement all the more apparent and praiseworthy, for they encourage a higher 
order of Floriculture and the love of flowers. 

These Fairs of the Institute are largely indebted to the generosity and noble¬ 
ness of heart of the late R. B. Woodward, who in former years has oftentimes 
contributed the whole Horticultural Garden display, even to the detriment of 
his own gardens. Although he has been called from his sphere of useful¬ 
ness here among us, we are still permitted by the kindness of those who 
succeed him to enjoy a sight of their rarest and choicest Plants. 

Finally, the general Floral display was an honor to the exhibitors, and a 
credit to our city and climate, and perhaps the most attractive feature of this 
Exhibition. 

It will be remembered by members of the Board, that in the consideration 
of the report of the Jurors of Award, they recommended that Mr. J. H. 
Sievers receive the first prize, Mr. E. Meyer the second, and Woodward’s 
Gardens the third. 

Your Committee, believing the merits of the several displays made by these 
Floriculturists demanded a more fitting tribute and appropriate recognition 
than set forth in the premium list, recommended the following awards, 
instead of those mentioned in the first part of this report, and given in the 
Premium list: 

That the first prize be a gold medal and $100; the second prize, a silver 
medal and $100; the third prize, a bronze medal and $100; and the fourth 
prize, for cut flowers, $75. 

Our recommendation was adopted by the Board, and awards made in accor¬ 
dance therewith. The premium of $75 for cut flowers was divided equally 
between Messrs. Sievers and Meyer, Woodward’s Gardens having made no 
display in that department. 

Your Committee desire to call the attention of the Board to the fact that a 
continuous display of delicate and tender plants for a period of five weeks is 
attended with no small loss and sacrifice to the exhibitor; for some are killed 
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outright, others are stunted and never develop in full growth, while others 
are retarded temporarily and recover. These are facts that are usually 
taken in consideration by him who would make a display of his pet plants. 
In reading the reports of similar exhibitions in Eastern cities, we find they 
have what they term a “ Floral day,” say, one day, or, perhaps, two, each 
week during the Exhibition season, which enables the florist to exhibit his 
delicate and green-house plants with comparative safety, and thus add to his 
display and credit. "We would most earnestly recommend this course to be 
taken at the next Exhibition. 

Mindful of the much-regretted failure of nearly every attempt heretofore 
made to obtain a suitable display of Fruit in these Industrial Exhibitions, 
your Committee resolved to make one strong effort to obtain a creditable 
exhibit for the Eighteenth, so far as it might be in season. 

Believing the Fruit-Growing interest in this State to be still in its infancy, 
and the time not far distant in the future when it will have become second 
only to grain-growing, and perhaps even to exceed that; knowing the neces¬ 
sity for an increased demand, that its production may be made more remuner¬ 
ative; knowing it to be a perishable product, hence the need of an immediate 
market, and the further necessity of understanding the best methods of curing 
and preserving; believing it needs only to be sampled in a foreign or a far-off 
market to be appreciated; knowing the geographical position of our State 
and the adaptation of its soil and climate for fruit-growing to be second to 
none other on the Continent; knowing it to be a health-giving and wealth- 
producing enterprise, and having been advised of the many difficulties experi¬ 
enced in growing fruit pure, healthy and wholesome in some of the pest- 
infested districts in the State; knowing the necessity for the best and most 
efficient remedies for the speedy extermination of these pests; fully realizing 
the unhealthy condition of such fruit; believing the public should be made to 
know of the plagued sections, and acquainted with the fruit when in this 
unhealthy and unwholesome condition, that it may be more effectually 
rejected and avoided; and realizing that by increasing the quantity and improv¬ 
ing the quality of fruit grown in our State, we materially add to her resources , 
could this be done, one of the objects of our Industrial Exhibitions would be 
accomplished. 

We were beset with many difficulties, not being able to devote our entire 
time to this matter; and feeling that the services of some one who was con¬ 
versant with Fruit-growing, and competent to explain the varieties, qualities 
and kinds of fruit, and one who held an extensive acquaintance among Fruit- 
Growers was needed, and believing Mr. P. J. Merwin to possess these 
qualifications, we advised his employment, which advice was adopted by the 
Board, and he was engaged to take charge of this Fruit exhibit and to devote 
his entire time to this interest during the Fair season. 

Again, we were met by the misapprehension of some of the Fruit-growers 
relative to the position assumed by the Board of Managers, and the objects 
and the design of our Exhibitions, the auspices under which they are he Id 
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-and of the whereabouts of the final resting place of the moneys received from 
admissions. They had been misinformed, in that they were led to believe 
these Fairs were conducted by a close corporation: however, a few words of 
explanation and a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws of the Mechanics’ 
Institute very quickly and readily dispelled this misapprehension. 

In consequence of the Twenty-second Triennial Conclave occupying our 
Exhibition Building, our Fair this year was opened after the season for most 
of our best fruit was past. 

The Premium List for Class 47, as issued by the Board, was: 

For best continuous general display of Fruit in varieties, 

Silver Medal and $75. 

For second best continuous general display of Fruit in varieties. 

Bronze Medal and $50. 

For best display of Semi-Tropical Fruit in variety. 

Silver Medal and $40. 

For best display of Dried Fruit. Silver Medal. 

For second best display of Dried Fruit. Bronze Medal. 

For best display of California Kaisins. Gold Medal. 

For best display of Dried Vegetables. Bronze Medal. 

This list we believe to have been insufficient in two respects, first: in that 
the number of awards are not in keeping when compared with the number of 
^varieties of Fruit grown. Second, the amount of money appropriated for 
Cash premiums and for the purchase of prizes is insufficient. By this cata¬ 
logue list we are furnished with another instance wherein experience is shown 
to be an able and efficient teacher. We regret to have to say, that, with 
one exception, no exhibit for this class was in place at the time prescribed for 
competition by the Rules and Regulations, and that the Catalogue did not 
even provide an award for this exception. We feel pleased, however, that 
notwithstanding this much-regretted delay at first, our Fruit Exhibit at the 
end was second to no display ever placed before the people of San Francisco; 
and much credit is to be given those who came forward to contribute to its 
success. 

Dr. J. Strentzel, of Martinez, Contra Costa County, exhibited healthy fruit, 
grown within one hour’s ride of San Francisco. It is but just to say to Dr. 
Strentzel that his exhibit was well kept up, supplied with fresh specimens 
from day to day. No decayed fruit was to be seen, a feature 'worthy of 
especial mention. His list of Exhibits is given in the Committee report, 
Class 47. 

The ‘‘Fruit Growers’Association of the Santa Cruz Mountains ” is com¬ 
posed of some seventy-five members, including ladies and gentlemen, whose 
orchards and vineyards in Santa Cruz County were scarcely known or heard 
of before, except in their own precinct, and they suddenly appeared for 
the first time with such an extensive display of exceedingly fine fruit of 
nearly every known variety, as to cause people’to wonder and almost question 
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the history of the Association and its products, and wish to know more of the 
enterprising and energetic people composing this Association, the fruit of 
whose labor was of such superior size and quality. Much of the land owned 
by members of this Society, by reason of its great fruit-producing improve¬ 
ments, is valued at five hundred dollars per acre. Sales have been made of 
choice locations, with good and select fruit-beariug trees, for six hundred 
dollars per acre. 

A list of exhibitors from this Association, and the kinds of fruit displayed, 
is published in the report of the Committee on Class 47. 

We would say in regard to their display, that within our knowledge, Mother 
Earth has never produced anything to excel it, and we have only to regret 
that the exhibit was not in position earlier in the Fair. 

Dr. S. F. Chapin of the State Board of Horticultural Commissioners, alsa 
displayed a fine lot of apples and pears grown in his orchard at San Jose, 
which was clean, pure, and without a blemish or fault. Those who are im¬ 
mediately connected with fruit-growing, and have interests at stake, and have 
had experience with the insect pests in that section, are never ceasing in their 
expressions of gratitude and appreciation of the success attending the 
experiments of Dr. Chapin in the treatment of these enemies to fruit; 
and they have ample reason, inasmuch as his treatment for their exter¬ 
mination is no longer experimental. The good imparted, and the benefits 
accruiug from the study of this entomologist, to the fruit-grower, the 
vineyardist, the floriculturist and the State, can hardly be estimated. Dr. 
Chapin, by contributing to our display, and imparting much useful informa¬ 
tion, is deserving of our thanks; and we congratulate the State Board of Hor¬ 
ticulture on having so efficient an officer. This Board is doing a vast deal 
of good, and every fruit-grower should be possesssed of a copy of their 
Annual Reports. 

Mrs. Sol. Runyon’s exhibit of jellies, jams, sweet pickles, and preserves, 
■were possessed of fine qualities; it was an extensive display for an individual 
exhibit. Mrs. Runyon devotes much time to this enterprise, and the results 
are more than gratifying, and bespeak much in her praise, as this art is greatly 
neglected by our families, whose unquestionable duty it is to study and en¬ 
courage this important branch of housekeeping within its own sphere. 

We also desire to say a word of the display of fruit made by E. J. Baldwin, 
Esq., grown on his place in Los Angeles County. Although not immediately 
connected with our Fruit Exhibit, he made a very fine display in connection 
with his exhibit of the products of his vineyard. The varieties presented in¬ 
cluded many tropical and semi-tropical fruits, as well as of nearly every kind 
grown in the temperate zone. Many of these fruits t were still attached to the 
branches of the tree upon which they were grown, forming an interesting 
part of his display, some showing an exceedingly large yield, and proving 
the adaptation of the soil to successful cultivation. We noticed many 
varieties of Nuts, and fine samples of wheat, barley, oats and buckwheat—in 
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fact, nearly everything grown from the earth. There is no doubt but the soil 
of our State, in the hands of energetic and enterprising people, is capable of 
producing more largely, and in greater variety, at less cost, than any other - 
part of the American Continent; and probably but few parts of the world 
need be excepted. 

The result of the venturesome and costly experiments of Mr. Baldwin is a- 
finely-improved and remunerative property; and a still further result is, that 
many of our industrious and enterprising people, who, possessed of less 
means, and consequently unable to make costly improvements, are profiting 
largely and prospering finely by virtue of the experience of Mr. Baldwin. 

Mr. R. E. Burns presented some one hundred and fifty varieties of dried 
fruit and vegetables, which commanded the attention of all; it certainly was 
beautiful, being cured by a process of his own invention, and is said to retain 
many qualities of the fruit, which evaporates in sun-drying and other curing 
processes. Mr. Burns also had his “Acme Dryer” on exhibition; it is 
possessed of many merits, and is worthy of the consideration of all fruit 
growers. 

The display of Dried Prunes by F. F. Ennis of Petaluma was very fine,, 
and certainly second to none imported. 

Another and most important industry must be mentioned by us, the result 
of which was shown in the fine and large exhibit of Olive Oil, made by Elwood 
Cooper of Santa Barbara county. This manufacture from a fruit coeval 
with history, whose rapid growth and adaptation to our soil is so practically 
demonstrated, is of more than usual merit, showing that it can be produced 
in merchantable quantities, and guaranteed pure, and of a qualitj^ superior to 
any imported. The future value to our State of this very important and 
necessary vegetable oil can hardly be estimated. 

As a word of encouragement to our Fruit Growers, we beg to submit the- 
following figures as statistics taken from the “ Resources of California,” for 
November of 1883: 

There was imported into the United States in the year 1882, 59,170,305 lbs. 
of Prunes valued at $3,’083,966 10, and Custom House duties paid on the 
same amounting, at lc.per lb., to $591,703 47; also, 43,779,867 lbs. of Raisins,, 
valued at $3,260,033 74, on which Custom House duties were paid, at 2Jc. 
per lb., amounting to $1,094,496 67, making a total expenditure of $8,030,- 
199 98 for Prunes and Raisins alone for one year! 

To speak of the Prunes, it will be seen, that including duties, they cost at 
the door of the Bonded Warehouse a trifle over six cents per pound. Now, 
deducting one cent per pound for duties and two cents per pound for trans¬ 
portation, it leaves the foreign producer about three cents per pound for his 
Prunes, while a good article of California Prunes will command ten cents 
per pound, and a really choice article properly cured will bring more. As 
much, or more may be said of Raisins. These figures would seem to show that: 
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the duties and cost of transportations are of themselves a sufficient profit and 
inducement to warrant a great undertaking by our Fruit Growers of Califor¬ 
nia. This demand will be met. By whom, is the question. We answer it 
must be met by the Fruit Growers of our State, from our own soilj and ohould 
the average Prune and Raisin culture continue to increase until the dawn of 
the twentieth century, in the same ratio as that of the last five years, we will 
have failed to supply this demand; and it is fair to presume this demand will 
have increased in proportion to the increase of our population during this 
time. 

We cannot pass without notice the contribution made by our State Univer¬ 
sity. They wore grown upon the Experimental Grounds connected with 
and forming a part of this Institution. By the educational system pursued 
there, the farmer may be assured of his son being able to obtain a thorough, 
economical, practical and scientific knowledge of every branch of farming. 

We have reason to feel proud of this Fruit Exhibit, and believe a step in the 
tight direction has been taken by our Board of Managers to secure for the 
future the hearty cooperation of the Fruit-Growers of our State in these Ex¬ 
hibitions, which will be to their own advantage and protection, an honor to 
the State, and a satisfaction to the Mechanics’ Institute. 

The expenses incurred in our Department will be found in the report of the 
Finance Committee, page 7. 

Finally, we would recommend that in fixing the date and time of holding 
future Exhibitions, the Fruit Season be especially considered; and, in making 
up the premium list, a prize be offered for the best essay on Fruit Culture.

GAS AND WATER. 

The poor arrangement and lack of light in the Art Galleries was cause for 
just complaint last year, and as the demand for better illumination was 
imperative the Board instructed this Committee to remedy the matter. We 
found it would be necessary to lower the burners about two feet and purchase 
418 feet of new reflectors, which was done at a cost of 85 cents per foot. The 
result was satisfactory, as no complaint was heard from artists as to artificial 
light at night; but for daylight the entire upper part of the galleries should be 
remodeled, as the present architectural plan is undoubtedly the poorest ever 
devised where it was seriously intended to get a good and sufficient light for 
\ -a, picture gallery. N 
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The consumption of gas in the entire building for the first week, including 


that used before the opening, was.165,900 feet.

RULES, REGULATIONS AND AWARDS. 

We would report that at the commencement of our labors we devoted con¬ 
siderable time in preparing tbe Premium List, an exceedingly difficult thing 
to do with satisfaction, and which was far from perfect, as subsequent experi¬ 
ence has taught us. The number and kind of Premiums offered were: Gold 
Medals, 45; Silver Medals, 274; Bronze Medals, 220; Diplomas, 245. 

In compliance with instruction from the Board we had the die for the 
Medal altered, so it will answer for any Exhibition by simply engraving the 
date. Some needed changes were also made in the ring, that improved its 
working. Bids for furnishing and engraving the Medals were invited and 
received from Wenzel, Rothchild and Hadenfelt; H. Elleau; Nast, Greenzweig & 
Co., California Jewelry Company. The contract was awarded tothe California 
Jewelry Company, who executed the same in a very superior and satisfactory 
manner, the price paid being $45 each, for the gold, weighing 2 oz., 990 fine; 
$2.75 for the Silver, pure, and weighing not less than 28 pennyweights each; 
and $1.50 each for the Bronze, the quality and weight of all being guaranteed 
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By certificate from the Selby Smelting and Lead Company. They were done 
in a very superior manner. The engraving was extra, costing 2£ cents per 
letter, and done by the same firm. 

After a thorough investigation of the cost of design and printing a new 
and artistic Diploma for perpetual use of the Institute we unanimously 
agreed to accept the proposition of Messrs. Britton & Rey, who prepared an 
elaborate design and transferred it to stone in the highest style of lithographic 
art. The stone will be preserved for future Fairs, the date only having to be 
changed, which will cost but a small sum. The above firm have taken the 
utmost pains with the work, both for their own reputation and that of the 
Institute, they having been firm friends and workers forthe Association since 
its organization. 

We find it to be a difficult task to do exact justice to all exhibitors in the 
distribution of awards, and still more difficult to secure competent Jurors to 
accept the appointment, work in unison in their examination, and arrive 
at a decision only after a careful consideration or suitable tests of the com¬ 
peting exhibits. We recommend that in the future the Rules and Premium 
List be compiled and issued as soon as possible after it is decided to hold a 
Fair, six months previous to the opening being none too soon. 

The Jurors should be elected and their acceptance obtained before the Fair 
opens, and they should be required to organize on the first, and commence 
iheir examinations on the second week of the Exhibition. A Juror, upon 
signifying his willingness to serve, should be presented with a season ticket; 
and if any other honor can be conferred on him we recommend it be done. 
Strict rules with considerable formality to govern the deliberations of Jurors 
should be adopted and printed in the Premium List. In case of dispute or 
differences between Exhibitors, Jurors and the Committee on Rules and 
Awards and the Exhibitors, should have a set time to be in the Committee 
Rooms to hear complaints; and the Committee of the Board should have 
power to make special rules to govern cases not otherwise provided for in the 
regular list. 

Jurors, before making their report to the Board, should hold a meet¬ 
ing, and all exhibitors in the class be notified to be present and have an 
opportunity, if desired, to present any special claim they wish, in order that 
the Jurors may be possessed of all the facts before making their final recom¬ 
mendations. This will prevent an Exhibitor from presenting his claim to any 
Juror or Committeeman, except through prescribed rules, and also give them 
an opportunity to be heard and explain their goods—a privilege that under the 
present system is not always obtained. Each article should be examined and 
reported upon, and every exhibitor has a right to demand it for his wares. 

The simple statement that Mr. Blank has received a Gold Medal or a 
Diploma for his machine is not sufficient; it should also set forth the merit and 
advantages of the Exhibit, and give such general information regarding it as 
may be of value to both the purchaser and seller. The spirit and aim of our 
Industrial Fairs should be to gather together everything possible that is new, 
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that is advantageous to the State, that marks an era in our history of progress 
and invention; and then all the details should be gathered by the Jurors, and 
by the Managers embodied in the Eeports of these Exhibitions, making 
them valuable to the exhibitor, the historian and the Institute. 

Reports from Committees should be required by the third Saturday of the 
Fair, thus giving the Managers time to pass on the Awards, and have the list 
announced during the last week. Successful Exhibitors would then have an 
opportunity to label their goods accordingly. 

We would further recommend that a less number of Silver and Bronze 
Medals be awarded, and more Diplomas used for the average exhibits. Use 

Medals for first and second premiums, and Diplomas as a certificate of merit 
only. 

It is a question whether it is advisable to give premiums at all; but, if 
done, it should be with dignity and strict adherence to such rules as would 
prevent annoyance to Jurors by button-holing or undue influence, and thus 
the Managers could more easily secure competent and unbiased Judges, 
and save labor and expense. Rules governing these matters should be clear* 
ooncise, and furnished.to each individual interested. 

We would suggest that the Secretary be requested to prepare, as soon as 
possible, for consideration of the Managers, a new premium list, with such 
rules and recommendations as has been suggested by this Committee, or 
may be by other members of the Board, or himself; also blank forms’for 
reports, and such other matters as experience has taught us are necessary. 

We recommend that these matters be attended to at an early day, in order 
that the Board may have due time to consider each proposition, and not act 
hastily on matters of vital importance. 

The Mechanics’ Institute is one of the best known and prominent Associa¬ 
tions on this Coast. It has a glorious future, and these Fairs, as an In¬ 
dustrial Educator, have a special sphere of usefulness. The action of the 
Managers not only affects the welfare of the Association, but that of our city 
and State also.
